On the 9th at daybreak the Cubans 
closed in on the town, 
the cavalry 
charging over the Spanish earth­ 
works and putting the enemy to 
flight. 
Bandera fell 
while 
leading his 
men, and died soon after. 
Gom ez gave his men only a night's 
rest. 
Then, leaving a garrison of 
1,500 men, he pushed on to the 
west. 
Those of his men who had 
no weapons were armed from the 
Spanish arsenal, so that in fighting 
men he was nearly as strong as b e ­ 
fore the battle.

During: 181)3 the railroads 
of the United S tates carried 503,- 
5G0,(il2 j>assengers an averag’e jein*- 
ney of about 24 miles (kieh, or 14,22b,-
